ORF. KULTUR. 

While the German National Assembly 
has adopted a new constitution and elected 
a President, it has not yet established the 
government on a basis that the Suprome 
War Council of the Allies regards as sat- 
isfactory. An atmosphere of insincerity 
pervades the whole proceeding that brings 
to mind the exclamation of the Hebrew pa- 
triarch: “The hands are the hands of Esau, 
bet the voice is the voice of Jacob.” The 
National Assembly elected a President, but 
he is the President of the German Empire. 
When a grottp of republicans sought to 
have the word empire changed to republic 
in the constitution they were beaten by a 
vote of more than three to one. A Presi- 
dent of an empire is an anomaly which 
does not inspire confidence. 

President Ebert asserted in his address 
to the Assembly that military domination 
in Germany was at an end and that the 
people were prepared to turn from war to 
Peace. But, degpite this declaration, he led 
the fight for embodying compulsory mili- 
tary conscription in the new German con- 
stitution. If Germany is to adhere to mili- 
tary conscription she must not be surprised 
if the Allied nations and the United States 
extend the eastern boundaries of France 
to the Rhine. If Germany is again to as- 

me the status of an armed camp France 


et than a paper barrier to protect her 
rontiers. 

So much perfidy bas come out of Germany 
in the last forty years that one would no 
more look for sincerity from such a source 
than to see doves rising from a vulture’s 
hest. Even if the constitution were all 
that free peoples might desire—and it never 
wil! be so long as it containg that military 
conscription clayse—there would still be 
Other guaranties to exact before the secu- 


| rity of neighboring people would be in- 


sured; for it is one thing to erroll under 
the banner of justice and liberty and vastly 
different to win victories for them. 

During the last four years the Allies have 
learned that German “kuitur” is adept at 
assuming masks; it has as many disguises 
@s there were suits in the Kaiser's ward- 
robe; but each conceals the same treacher- 
ous, crafty, unscrupulous Hun. President 
Ebert and Chancellor Scheidemann have 
hastened to assure the Allies that all this 
perfidy of the past emanated from the mili- 
tary aristocracy and that that caste has 
been abolished in Germany, never to be 
reformed. Fair assurances these; but the 
Paris cables assert that the Allied War 
Council hag discovered that Germany and 
Austria are preserving war materialy suffi- 
clent to equip 3,000,000 men at short notice. 
So long as Germany continues to be an 
arsenal her professions concerning peace 
and free government will carry buat scant 
conviction. 

The surprising part of it all is that the 
German leaders themselves should fail to 
realize the futility of such a policy. The 
Allies are not concerned about the title by 
which the new German government shall 
be known, but with what thet government 
really is and whet it represents. They de- 
mand a stable government representing all 
the German states, a government that can 
be intrusted with carrying out the terms 
of the final peace treaty, that can be held 
responsible if the terms of the treaty are 
broken. The opening session of the new 
German Assembly has failed to inspire con- 
fidence. 


TATUS OF OTL-LAND LEGISLATION. 
California operators, who spent their 
money developing the lands of the Kern 
County West Side oil fields and giving 
big value to what were formerly worthiess 
tracts of sand, and those who invested cash 
in public ofl lands in Wyoming and else- 
where, will not get real justice at the 
hands of Congress. That ts now settled 
beyond all question. At present it is a mat- 
ter of saving as much ag possible out of 
the wreck. If what Is now offered to the 
investors is refused, then not only will they 
get no relief whatever, but the government 
will probably commandeer al! the lands 
within the prescribed area. A hard choice! 
The above statement is based upon the 
highest possible authority. Hon. Key Pitt- 
man, United States Senator from Nevada, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on Pub- 
lic Lands—-who has led in the fight for jus- 
tice forythe ofl men and who knows the 
situation better than probably any man— 
has sent the following statement by wire 
from Washington to the California Oil 
World: | 

In the four-year controversy over the 
relief of oil operators of California in 
respect to lands withdrawn by Presi- 
dent Taft in 1909, each side has al- 
ready «onceded all it will concede and 
a conference committee of the two 
houses of Congress has finally been abie 
to come to an agreement. it is my be- 
lief that if this report is not adopted 
it will be uselesg to again attempt leg- 
islation, and the government may be 
compelled to commandeer the oil fields 
for the use of the navy and merchant 
marine fleet. 

We have spent four years in this 
fight and we feel that we have obtained 
a considerable remedy for the oil in- 
dustry and at the same time have pro- 
tected the government against monop- 
oly and fraud. 

Under the provisions of the bill. within the 
naval reserves land claimants will be given 
a lease of the existing wells with an area 
of 660 feet on each side of the well. The 
President may, at his discretion, authorize 
by lease the drilling of new wells within 
such areas and may lease the remeinder. 
In the latter case the claimant shal) have 
the preferential right to the lease. Outside 
of the naval reserves claimants will have 
the right to lease the whole of their claims 
upon paying the government a royalty of 
one-eighth on all the back production and 
a future royalty of not less than one-eighth, 
the exact amount to be fixed by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. 

For the purpose of exploration it will be 
necessary, first, to get from the Department 
of the Interior a prospecting permit which 
will be issued to cover not more than 2560 
acres when the land is situated more than 
ten miles from a producing well and 640 
acres only if nearer to a producing well. 
A discovery of oll will entitle the permittee 
to one-fourth of the land covered by his 
permit and to the preferential right to lease 
the balance. There is provision for leasing 
in tracts not exceeding 1280 acres of known 
oil lands. Only one lease of this extent 
will be allowed to any one party in a sin-

In order to take advantage of the relief 
provisions of the bill land claimants must 
Tre:inguish to the government whatever 
rights they may have possessed or claimed 
prior to July 3, 1910. 

The best feature of the relief legislation 
is that it will put an end to the present 
situation which has become so intolerable 
that almost any terms will be accepted to 
end it. 
ended at once which otherwise threatens to 
last for many years to come in cases where 
the big companies able to stand the strain 
are involved, with the moral certainty of 
early bankruptcy for others long before any 
final decision can be obtained. Upon the 
dismissal of the pending litigation millions 
of dollars now held in escrow will be re- 
leased; and after paying the back royalty 
seven-eighths of the money will go to the 
companies, enabling them either to return 
their stockholders a part of their invest- 
ments or to engage in further operations 
on their leased lands or on some previously- 
patented lgnds elsewhere. 

Also, good will be accomplished by put- 
ting an end to the present policy of the 
government in withdrawing from entry all 
lands wherever a discovery of oil le made, 
and opportugity will be given to capital to 
operate in quest of new fields. True. the 
ol] pioneer will no longer have the oppor- 
tunities he once had to get patents to vast 
areas, but he will at least know what to 
expect and he will not be deprived of that 
after having spent hig money and labor. 
There will be no more experiences such as 
that of the operators who went into Lusk, 
Wyo., and were ready to drill, after having 
expended large sums on preliminary work, 
when the government suddenly withdrew 
all the land from entry. There are many 
oil-prospecting enterprises now hanging fire 
in Los Angeles, waiting for the backers to 
be assured that they will not suffer the 
fate of Lusk. And meanwhile gasoline is 
high and poor. 

The outcome of the long fight at Wash- 
ington, now apparently near its end, seem4 
to show that publicity skillfully handled is 
the best of all weapons. Himself a news- 
paper editor, Secretary Daniels, the hardest 
opponent of relief, appreciated the benefit 
of publicity and is a past master tn its use. 
He has sought and obtained it throughout 
the nation on every possible occasion dur- 
ing the last four years. Thus he has cre- 
ated and maintained a prejudice that has 
won against the oi] men and, we believe, 
against right and justice. 


POINT OF VIEW. 

According to various correspondents at 
Paris the great prestige which attached to 
President Wilson after his first appearance 
in France has waned. With some French- 
men he is even viewed with suspicion as 
being unduly watchful of German interests. 
It is dificult for other nations. or at least 
for Americans, to get into that French view- 
point. It is undoubtedly true that the ma- 
jority of French people in the invaded ter- 
ritory want to see Germany suffer ag they 
have suffered, yet they themselves would 
not descend to Hun cruelties or Hun meth- 
ods. But they do demand reparation and 
would ask the complete spoliation of Ger- 
many in a financial way. 
went bankrupt they would adopt the harsh 
creditor method of selling it out or taking 
possession. This is not the American idea. 
The business idea is that a debtor can get 
more out of his assets than anybody else, 
and by putting him on an earning basis his 
paying capacity may be increased a thou- 
sandfold. If Germany were required to 
pay ten billion dollars forthwith it would 
doubtless break down such form of govern- 
ment as it has thus far been able to main- 
tain and leave the land ‘twixt chaos and 
anarchy. By careful nursing and encour 
agement Germany may be made able to pay 
one hundred billions over a reasonable 
spread of time. Therefore good business 
and worldly advantage suggest boosting 
Germany along into prosperity. But this, 
however, runs counter to French sentiment. 
With a powerful Germany at her border it 
would take more than a League of Nations 
to make France fee! at restful ease. A vio- 
lated Lucretia could not live in smug con- 
tent with a Sextus Tarquin dwelling in pur 
ple splendor tn the next house. France has 
to be a neighbor of Germany; America 
hasn't. 

If President Wilson would announce his 
Intention of taking an ax and chopping Ger- 
many into shreds and then feeding the 
shreds to the dogs of war he would be the 
real apostle of justice to certain of the 
French and Belgians and would be hailed 
as the all-highest of all time; but if he falls

A few months ago the people of California 
voted for a wet State. Now the California 
Senate ratifies the prohibition measure of 
the Federal government. Do they repre- 
sent the people of California or merely the 
security of being able to stock their own 
cellars? We have always understood that 
a national Senator represented the highest 
point of unenlightenment. but along comes 
a majority of the Caltfornia body proving 
themselves even less intelligent. However, 
behind it all is the fact that the national 
prohibition measure is not constitutional. 
The State of California voted “wet” and it 
is its right as a State to stay “wet,” if every 
other State in the Union went “dry.” The 
national government is exceeding its right, 
however abetted by local misrepresentatives, 
when it takes away a privilege for which 
the people of a State have voted.—([San 
Francisco Newsletter. 


THE LOSS OF HUN REVENUE. 

For the benefit of people who are worry- 
ing about tax increases because of the loss 
of rum license fees: For Boston the finance 
commission figures for this year loss of 
revenue from liquor licenses $850,000; 
shrinkage of tax collections, $240,000; less 
income tax receipts caused by shrinkage in 
values, $147,736: loses of street railway tax, 
$100,000. The total loss of revenue expe t- 
ed is $1,337,736. New city expenses include 
salary increases, $578,200: additional pay 
roll becattse of an extra pay day, $18°,000; 
Boston Elevated deficit to be paid by the 
city at two-thirds of total, $4,000,000. That 
all adds up to $4,761,300. It is apparent 
that the loss of rum revenues is a small 
matter when compared with City Hall luxu- 
ries and paying rallway deficits.—[ Worces- 
ter Telegram.

JAPAN AND CHINA AT

PEACE CONFERENCE. 


BY K. K. KAWAKAMI. 

I have not entertained a very 
high estimate of Japanese diplomats, 
but never before have I been 60 
greatly disappointed with them as 
at the present moment. Their 
moves and their utterances at the 
Peace Conference have shown how 
little they are in touch with the 
present trend of world thought. If 
there really are unpublished agree- 
ments between Japan and China, 
why did not Japanese diplomats 
publish them at the very beginning 
of the conference’? Is it not also 
the height of folly to insist, as they 
are reported to be insisting, upon 
the retention of the Marshall Is 
lands, when the other nations are 
talking of the League of Nations? 
The Japanese diplomats would have 
acted more in harmony with the 
ideals which are moving the world 
today, if they had proposed to 
place the Marshall group under the 
League of Nations, insisting at the 
same time that Japan be made the 
mandatory for the group, and that 
all the former German colonies un- 
der the League of Nations be open 
to enterprises and settlement for 
all nations upon equal footing. The 
Marshall and Caroline islands, now 
in Japan's hands, are but specks of 
land, while other German colonies in 
Africa and New Guinea, now occu- 


empire of 776,630 square miles. if 
the Le&kue of Nations ig to be a 
bona fide institution meant to ren- 
der justice to all, there is no rea- 
son why any single nation, under 
the euphonious title of mandatory, 
should be permitted to establish a 
sole control of such vast territories 
and erect a “Chinese wall” around 
them for the exclusion of Aslatic 
people. 


If Mr. Obata, the Japanese Min- 
ister at Peking, hag really said all 
the words attributed to him in die 
patches from Washington and other 
points, he should be recalled and 
reprimanded. It is not for me to 
judge whether he made the threat- 
ening remarks he is reported to 
have made during his recent call at 
the Chinese Foreign Office: but 
pending further news from Peking 
and Tokio, my inclination is to give 
him the benefit of the doubt. I+ 
have before me a recent issue of the 
Japan Advertiser, a Tokio daily 
published and edited by Americans, 
containing a statement made by 
Minister Obata just before he left 
Tokio for Peking. In that state 
ment he said: 

“Heretofore our countrymen, both 
diplomats and laymen, have mant- 
fested singular disregard of Chinese 
susceptibilities. We have said and 
done things which must be highly 
Offensive to the Chinese. It is im- 
perative that we should reverse 
this objectionable practice and deal 
with China with due deference to 
her self-respect.” 

It is hard to believe that the man 
who made this statement should 
speak so arrogantly to the Foreign 
Minister of China as he is reported 
to have spoken. One thing, how- 
ever, is certain, namely, that in 
diplomatic finesse and astuteness 
Japanese diplomats are no match 
of Chinese. 

What China is trying to do ts 
plain enough. She wants to coun- 
teract Japan's growing influence in 
her country by courting and inviting 
political and financial assistance 
from western powers. This is noth- 
ing but the manifestation of China's 
traditional diplomatic axfom, known 
as Yuan Chieo Chien Kunhy, mean- 
ing “Check your neighbor by be- 
friending those who are farther from 
you.” Not only have the Chinese 
applied this axiom to their diplo 
macy in modern times, but they 
had for many centuries practiced it 
among themselves, when their coun- 
try was divided into small states 
fighting with one another. 


One of the first things which the 
Chinese have been trying to do Is to 
create the impression throughout 
the world that Japan intends to 
hold Kiaochow or Tsingtao, the 
former German possession which 
Japan captured after military and 
naval operations of some ten weeks. 
The Chinese peace envoys have, all 
the way from Peking to Paris, 
strewn their path, as it were, with 
proclamations and announcements 
to the effect that they would Insist 
upon the restoration of Kiao-chow 
to China. There was, of course, no 
need of such pronunclamentos, for 
the Chinese knew full well that 
Japan intended, with all her gsin- 
cerity, to return the territory te 
Ctina. But China had other fish to 
fry, an ax to grind. She thought it 
shrewd diplomacy 10 accentuate 
the impression, already existing 
abroad, that Japan ig aggressive and 
is eager to attain a political dom- 
ination of China, 

Not only did Japan consent, tn 
the agreement of 1915, to restore 
Kiao-chow to China, but the Jap 
anese peace envoys have recently 
made it plain that they would ad- 
here to that agreement. 

But China is bent upon discredit- 
ing and disgracing Japan before the 
world. She is not satisfied with 
getting back Kiaochow, but she 
wants it back at the expense of 
Japan's honor, dignity. prestize and 
reputation. She would kick Japan 
out of Kiao-chow and give railway 
and mining privileges to some 
other nation or nations. With due 
respect for China's selftnterest, I 
cannot but believe that. she ts not 
playing the game fairly and squarely.

MEMORIAL SITE. 


Pasadenans Excited Over Question 
to be Decided Next Tucsday. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE } 

PASADENA, Feb. 16.—Pasadena 
is quite excited about the question 
of where to put the proposed Me- 
morial Auditorium—more so than 
over the basic question of whether 
or not to vote for a bond issue for 
the project. 

Both questions will he decided 
Tuesday, at a special election on the 
memorial bond issue. While voting 
on the question of bonding the city 
for $300,000 to bulld the memorial 
building, the voters will also ex- 
preas their wishes as to a ajte. Four 
proposed sites will be on tite ballots, 
The voting on the bonds and upon 
the sites will be separate and dis- 
tinct acts. 

These days just before the elec- 
tion, public interest has reached a 
high pitch. Prominent citizens are 
taking their pens in hand and writ- 
ing long letiers to the local news- 
paper, boosting the gite they iuvor 
and jeering at the claims of the 
other site advocates. 

There is considerable letter-writ- 
ing also on the subject of whether 
}to have the memorial or not, at this 
time, although the volume of this 
discussion is not so great as upon 
the topic of the site. Speaking of 
‘Whether to build the memorial or 
not, quite a number of voters are 
counselling delay in the project un- 
til some later date and meantime 
getting jobs for soldiers, securing in- 
dustries for Pasadena, building a 
municipa] railway to Angeles, 
and what not. 

As to the site agitation, the voters 
seem to be divided into two classes 
——those who want to utilize Library 
Park, a city-owned tract, which 
would be used free, and these who 
do not like the location of Library 
Park and who want to buy one of 
three other sites offered. Naturally, 
those in the second class are divided 
into three groups—those favoring 
each one of the privately owned 
sites. 

The four proposed sites which ap- 

pear on the ballot are: Library 
Park, city owned; Carmelita tract, 
West Colorado street near Vernon 
avenue; Colorado street-Ford place 
site. adjoining Pasadena Presby- 
terian Church grounds, and the so- 
called “four corners” site, bounded 
by Colorado street, Herk'!mer street 
and Madison and Ei Molino avenues. 
They vary itn price from approxi- 
‘mately $200,000 to approximately 
$400,000. 
, Central Park, just south of the 
| Hotel Green, was suggested as a site 
‘but was eliminated when the City 
| Attorney issued an opinion that the

LOCAL GIRL IN 
HEART OF WAR. 


Relates Experiences Durirg its 
Greatest Battles. 


Doughboys Delivered Goods, 
Says Doheny Worker. 


Valor of Californians Made 
Her “Mighty Proud.” 


Being in the advance war zone 
during some of the greatest battles 
in history, was the experience of 
Miss Mercedes de Luna, a Los An- 
geles girl, daughter of Mrs. L. de 
Dorticos of 1222 South Alvarado 
street. Miss De Luna, who was 
born in New York, educated, in 
Paris and graduated from Stanford, 
speaks four languages. She was on 
a Mexican research commission for 
the E. L. Doheny interests, and 
while in New York received her 
passports to go to France asa inter- 
preter-correspondent for the Red 
Cross. She arrived in Paris about 
September 1, 1918. 

As she was an interpreter with no 
definitely assigned duties, she says 
in a letter to her mother just re- 
ceived, she did a little of everything. 
She was frequently loaned to the 
army, and says that it was not un- 
usual for her to travel over the 
country in a big government auto- 
miobile. 

The letter, written from “some- 
where in the mud” in France short- 
ly after the armistice, is as follows: 


FINDS FRANCE RADIENT. 


“France today is radient. She 
has regained her dream and over- 
come her sorrow of 1870, she is rich 
in friends, and has made enough out 
of our army and civilians for gen- 
erationg to come. Her frontier is 
extended to the line of her cherished 
vision! She blesses the Americans 
each day, not forgetting, of course, 
to add that ‘we were in it such a 
short time, we had not the periods 
of suffering which was France's 
burden for fout years.’ if 1 may 
be allowed to express my own 
worthless opinion, I wlll answer that 
our boys came and fought unceas- 
ingly for the land of others, put up 
@ fight which opened the eyes of 
the Allied veterans, lived month 
after month among people whose 
language they could not speak, never 
raw their own on ‘permissions’ and 
died blessing ‘Uncle Sam’ who sent 
them on their mission. We are 
accused always of boasting, but I did 
not fight in this war, I only observed 
how the fighting went on, and I 
trust I have the right to pawa 
tribute to our boys and men. We 
‘delivered the goods’ that ts a fact, 
fo let them be modest if they will; 
but I know! 

“I have had occasion to see many 
Californians. They are surely do- 
ing their part. Up here in this 
zone Thomas P. Cooper, formerly 
of the University Club in Los An- 
geles, now a captain in the American 
Red Cross, has done splendid work 


in the Construction Department, 
bullding canteens. recreation huts, 
officers’ clubs, detousing plants, 


abris, gymnasiums, hospitals, ware- 
houses, so efficiently and premptly 
that his chief, Capt. A. W. Lewis, 
received an appreciation and com- 
mendation from G.H.Q. for his own 
work and that of his department. 
Our Pacific Coast division went in- 
to the line abot the time I was 
sent to do emergency canteen and 
believe me they made us mighty 
proud of California and the Coast. 

“The day after the armistice was 


signed I went up to our line. Our 
boys were still in their dugouts— 
only now Plawing poker. The guns 


were in thetr emplacements so per- 
fectly camouflaged that you stood 
right next to one never suspecting. 


The  bovs loaded us down with 
souvenirs, Boche helmets, rifles, 
shell and They were 


so happy. Vheir grins spelled ‘home’ 
in every wrinkle. 
THE FRENCH SOUL 

“T went on to Verdun and there 
T gaw the destructive work of the 
Hun at its zenith. There is not a 
house standing inside the walls of 
the city. Where families sat and 
enjoyed the evening fire, grass is 
growing now, the sky serves for @ 
roof, and in the cathedral the walis 
only suggest the size and plen wf 
construction. Heaps of debris in 
the center, broken glass, pulverized 
stone, bits of stucco, broken chairs 
and pews; yet amid the wreck 
came the Frenchwomen to offer up 
a prayer for their dead. Verdun 
stood: shelling from the first day to 
the last. While the city pald 
terrible toll, the soul of the French 
is atil!l there among the ruins ready, 
like the phenix, to rise from the 
furnace and be more wonderful be- 
cause of its trial. 

“Tl have traveled over the road 

from Nancy to Metz and Metz to 
Verdun, and have seen the Boche, 
French, and American lines of 
1914, 1915, 1916, 19817 and 1818. 
The trenches of the Boche are there, 
the thousands of feet of tangled, 
rusty, barbed wire, laid even across 
the road. Camouflared roads are 
evervwhere, the Boche one an 
elaborate affair of bits of light and 
dark gray canvas torn in strips and 
strung along between poles about 
twelve feet high. The bark of the 
trees lining the road isall broken off 
by American machine-gun bullets; 
the branches were all shot-off, and 
the trees today stand bare not be- 
cause of the season, but because of 
the accurate shelling of the Amer!- 
cans who continually kept those 
roads under fire. 
“The ground on all sides is honey- 
combed with shell holes. DPugouts 
well covered with cement and sheet 
fron show the home of the Boche 
in his numerous attempts to take 
France’s last eastern forts. In 
villages, streets are still 
flaged overhead, strips of brown and 
greenish canvas standing there like 
discarded stage settings, the last 
setting for the last act of the 
Hohenzollern drama! At St. Mthiel 
the dugouts were teft with their 
luxurious furnishings, rugs, planos, 
paintings, shower baths, books, etc., 
most of the material looted from the 
French and placed in readiness for 
the comfort of the Boche next win- 
ter, but the season was advanced, by 
the doughboy and now many Red 
Cross canteens boast of a plano from 
a Boche dugout!”

AROUSING INTEREST. 


MILLION DOLLARS TO BE EX- 
PENDED IN RIVERSIDE 
COUNTY PROJECTS,

Lamy, Los Angeles cap- 
italist, has applied for a permit to 
use 120 cubic feet per second of the 
water of Lake Elsinore, with which 
he proposes to irrigate 20,000 acres. 
The diversion works will consist ot 
an open canal partiy lived with ce- 
ment. The main conduit will be 
forty-two miles in length, The 
project contemplates also using the 
water for power purposes. 

_ Important irrigation pians for thé 
Coachella Valley have also heen 
made public. The Coachella Valley 
Company desires to utilize 100 cubic 
feet per second of the waters uf the 
Whitewater River and Snow Creek. 

It ts pro- 
posed to use the water for the irri- 
gation of 25,000 acres of land and 
for the domestic supply of the towns 
of Indio, Coachella, Thermal and 
Mecca.

AUTHOR LAUDS ROOSEVELT AS 
ONE OF THE GREATEST OF 
MODERN THINKERS.

Re- 
construction has to take place, and 
it ie our duty to squeeze out the 
thistles that are now thorns in our 
side. The very fact that America 
went into the war without thought 
of gain is proof of our national 
faith. There is only one lang we 
now demand that we be permitted 
to care for and protect—the mounds 
in Fraance that shelter 60,000 of 
our glorious dead. 

“As long as we remember the 
fate of the womanhood of Francé, 
and what might save happened to 
ours, it is a eign that we will never 
forget.”’
